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WHAT IS HAPPENING TO OUR YOUTH?—The search for security, 
community and spiritual direction in a world of moral breakdown and

What is happening to our young 
people? It is a question reverberat- 
ing through every level of our 
society, in churches, schools and 
homes. : 


In little more than a_ single 
decade, the whole concept of youth 
and its place in the community has 

undergone a radical change. The 


’60s marked the years of the hippies 


or flower children and the emer- 
gence of a previously unknown. 


“youth culture.’’ The ’70s herald 
the era of the ‘‘cults.”’ 


ACROSS THE United States in 
the last few years, hundreds of 
thousands of young people between 
the ages of 18 and 30, have 
reportedly disappeared into pseudo- 
Christian and Oriental cultic com- 
munities. Often they sever all ties 
with family and friends and assume 
new names and identities in the 
process. Ante 

Confused and distracted parents 
have in many instances resorted to 
dramatic and often bizarre tactics to 
recover their sons and daughters 
from the influence of closed and

Physical 
abduction and forcible ‘‘de-pro- 
gramming’’ by parents have led to 
several lawsuits and the imprison- 
ment of at least one prominent 
personality engaged in de-program-

No one seems to know for certain 
how many cults exist. William 
-Rambur of Chula Vista, president of 
the Citizen’s Freedom Foundation, 
whose organization of about 4,000 
parents is in dedicated opposition to 
cults, estimates the number at 
anything from 250 to 2,500. 


THERE ARE, Rambur believes, 
more than 3. million persons 
belonging to cults in this country. 
His daughter Kay has been a 
member of the Children of God 
group since 1971. 


It is the emergence of very 
successful and highly authoritarian 
and manipulative cults such as the 
California-based Children of God, 
the Rev. Sun Myung Moon’s 
Unification Church, Love Israel in 
Seattle, Truth and Light in Colorado, 
as well as the Oriental mystical 
group, Hare Krishna, that causes 
greatest concern among parents.

Bishop Maher's pastoral fetter 


Tradition, teaching authority 


of Church must be respected | 


Reminding the people of the diocese 
that recent readings at Mass and 
through the lenten and paschal season 
have reminded us that ‘‘we must be as 
one’’, Bishop Leo T. Maher has issued a 
pastoral letter on dissent, for Trinity 
Sunday, June 5. 

The full text has been sent to all 
parishes. Following is a condensation of 
the pastoral, which is entitled ‘‘The 
Living Church and Living Tradition.’’ 


It is my unhappy task to forewarn you that 
the goal of all common longing for the 
Christian unity of all mankind is endan- 
gered. 

This unity is placed in peril, regrettably, 
by some forces within our own Catholic 
family which cast aside reason and vitiate 
the best efforts of the main body of the 
faithful and of the united voice of the 
legitimate teaching authority of the Church 
to accomplish’ Christ’s own goal of unity. 


FOR THIS REASON I share with you 
today my concern for those who reject the 
working of the Holy Spirit in the decisions of 
our Holy Father, Pope Paul VI, and the 
bishops of the world gathered in council at 
the Second Vatican Council. 


Each of the ecumenical councils sparked 
similar reactions. The extremes occasioned 
by the Second Vatican Council are 
fortunately minor in the light of history but 
must be faced nevertheless. Extremists, 
whether false conservatists or false liberals, 
are recognizable because they ignore the 
teaching authority of the Church. 


We are more concerned today with those 
who, clearly dissenting from the teaching of 
the Holy Father united with the bishops, 
charged that Catholics no longer respect 
Tradition. Unfortunately, they limit their 
perspective to the western European 
conditions where they reside. 


EMPLOYING ALARMIST tactics, they 


would have souls of goodwill blinded, as ~ 


they themselves are, to the many positive 
‘signs of spiritual. renewal and of increased 
personal responsibility so evident, for 
example, in our own local Church of San 
._ Diego. 


These same voices of dissent claim that 
priests and faithful alike do not listen to 
Church authority. Ironically, they are unable 
to perceive the contradiction between their 
own words and deeds, publicly rejecting as 


~ they do the truly legitimate authority of the 


Holy Father and the ecumenical council. 


Those who reject the conciliar renewal 
prey on the fears of the faithful by claiming 
that abuses of faith and morals, certainly 
evident today as in the past, are directly 
caused by the changes resulting from the 
decisions of the bishops at the Second 
Vatican Council. 


IT IS RATHER the case that such abuses 
are rooted in the very lack of fidelity to the 
conciliar teachings when taken in_ its 
entirety. 


Finally, the extremists of which I speak 
take as_their standard of revolt the very 
symbol of our unity as Roman Catholics. 
Dismissing the liturgical reforms of the past 
quarter century, they insist that the only 
valid Mass is that which is recited in Latin 
and which follows the tridentine rite, named 
after the Council of Trent. 


The substance of this most serious error 
lies not in which language or rite is best but 
rather in the intolerable abuse of the 
sacrament of unity and love, the Eucharist, 
as symbol of separation and bitter dissent. 


LET US REEXAMINE our vision of 
tradition in ihe Church. Do we correctly 
understand tradition as our 
heritage of almost 2,000 years? 


Authentic and living tradition must be the 
constant frame of reference over our actions. 
The following words of Pope Paul VI 
emphasize the authentic and living dimen- 
sion in Tradition: 

‘‘Tradition if listened to with an attentive, 
available heart, does not preclude the new, 
but makes us, on the contrary, particularly 
fit to perceive the ‘signs of the times’, which 
announce the operating and transcendent 
presence of Christ in history. Is not Christ, in 
fact, the essential content of tradition, he 
who is ‘the Alpha and Omega, who is and 
who was and who is to come’ (Apoc. 1,8)&’’

Nine more married men to be

In a third annual graduation of men from 
the diocesan permanent deacon program,

A time to keep

Heading for panic in the streets 


Dr. Bernard Nathanson made quite a name for 
himself last year when he announced that he was 
tired of a professional situation where he had 


‘presided over 60,000 deaths’’ by abortion. At that. 


time he was in charge of obstetrics at St. Luke’s 
hospital, New York, and he just gave up when it 
dawned on him that he was responsible for death on 
such a mass scale. Since then has refused to 
practice. in mass-abortion clinics, though he still 
performs abortions for private patients. 


He was quoted in a recent article in the San 
Diego Union saying: ‘‘| am fearful about what will 
happen to the moral tension of life— to people—as 
a result of this utilitarianism. A species of human 
life is being taken, and almost no one except the 
extremists, the ones opposed to abortion, is paying 
any attention.’’ 

Finally he said, speaking of ‘‘terribly difficult 
existential problems’’ caused by such mass 
destruction of life: ‘‘One day America will wake up 
to the fact that the family is gone. That there is no 
stability. That there is only divorce, contraception 
and abortion. You know what will happen then? 
Panic in the streets.’ 


The Church has warned against the destruction 
of family life—of the very future—for generations. 
There is far too much ‘’pursuit of happiness’’ based 
on selfishness and self-indulgence. True happiness 
never comes from these. Abortion is part of the 
‘‘oursuit of happiness’’ for some. 


Liturgical feast at ordination 


It is rarely that we get a chance to see liturgy 
apart from our own Roman rite, so the ordination of 
Father Louis Sokach in the Byzantine rite at the 
Immaculata on May 22 was doubly interesting. Ina 
ceremony of about two hours, the formal ritual of 
priests and deacons with their bishop was quite 
unlike anything we have in our rite. 


Noticeable throughout was the frequent use of 
incense, and the priest emcee has a busy time 
“‘offstage’’ periodically keeping the two censers 
charged with incense and charcoal: The very first 
words of the ‘’Pontifical Divine Liturgy of Our 
Father St. John Chrysostom’”’ uttered by the deacon 
at the entrance are: ‘‘Master, bless this incense’’ 
and the bishop does so. The bishop was incensed, 
the altar was incensed by two deacons, on all four 
sides. And that was only the start. 


The glory of golden and heavily embroidered 
vestments was a change from the more simple 
forms our own have taken since Vatican Il. The 
numerous occasions when everyone made the sign 
of the cross—particularly the bishop, priests and 
deacons—must have totalled 20 or 30. They sign 
themselves in the reverse way, from right shoulder 
to left. 


Before the ceremony | had a word with Bishop 
Emil Mihalik, who came all the way from Ohio for 
the occasion. He told me he is responsible for all 
Byzantine Catholics west from Ohio through to 
Hawaii, and that although the rite allows for 
married priests, none are presently in parishes in 
the U.S. Their seminarians attend Roman. rite 
seminaries—Father Sokach trained partly at our 
own St. Francis Seminary—and they are using 
Roman rite programs for permanent deacons too, 
Bishop Mihalik told .me.

‘Ultimate test’ of theological work 


Father Hans Kueng, controversial Swiss-born 
theologian, was told in Washington recently of ‘‘the 
ultimate test’’ for theological books. Introducing 
Father Kueng as the first lecturer in a series 
sponsored by the Kennedy Institute at Georgetown 
University, Dr. Andre Hellegers, institute director, 
said Sargent Shriver, 
France, had given him at Christmas a copy of the 
theologian’s latest book On Being a Christian. 


“I’ve been plowing through it since then,’’ 
Hellegers told Father Kueng. But he added that the 
book had not yet passed ‘‘the ultimate test’’ in the 
Hellegers’ family of the worth of theological and 
other books. 


‘‘That’s when one of our children throws. the 
book into the fire.

Was there some kind of special 
magic that brought those formalized 
figures to life—something related to 


the faithful humanness of the 
portrayal? Would we, my _ grand- 
mother and I, have been similarly 


affected by some symbolic representa-_ 


tion of the cross or sacrifice? 
Could that experienced pain and 


fear be dismissed as mere sentimen- 
tality—some pre-Vatican II diSposi- 
tion and therefore invalid today? Or is 
it just that God will use whatever is 
available to move and speak to us? 


| DO NOT think that my _ incon- 
venient memory aimed to contradict 
my love of symbolism, but only to 
remind that there is room for plurality 
in this as in every other aspect of the 
Church. Truth speaks in so «many 
forms and to everyone in unique ways. 


And even within that uniqueness 
there is variety. What moves us to 


openness and contrition today may not - 


be what moved us yesterday or will 
move us tomorrow. And there is a 
richness in that, too. For in each new 
manifestation, each new experience, 
each new vision, we learn more about 
God and about ourselves.

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Apostles and Apostleship 


The Twelve are unique, 
a select and chosen few 


By Father John J. Castelot 


In order to forestall possible misunder- 
standing, it may be well to point out the 
purpose and limits of this article. It aims at 
stating, however briefly, the data of the New 
Testament regarding apostles and the 
apostolic ministry—nothing more or less. 
This is a question of no little complexity and 
has occasioned a vast amount of study in 
modern times. 


There is no single, simple picture of 
apostles and their ministry in the New 
Testament. Two broad portraits emerge, 
which scholars call the Lucan and the 
Pauline. The former is based largely on what 
Luke tells us in the Acts of the Apostles and 
the latter on the authentic letters of Paul. 


FOR LUKE the apostles were the Twelve, 
the men specially chosen by Jesus during his 
ministry and commissioned by him after the 
resurrection. It would be an exaggeration to 
say that Luke would refuse the title to 
anyone else. He calls Paul and Barnabas ‘the 
apostles’ in Acts 14:4,14, but this is rather 
exceptional; for him the apostles are 
pre-eminently the Twelve. 


Be on Fire with Faith 


As former companions of Jesus, they 
could authenticate his message for the 
community, and at least equally importantly, 
they were accredited witnesses to his having 
been raised from the dead. After the 
defection of Judas, the Eleven were anxious 
to bring their number back up to 12 (perhaps 
because of its symbolic suggestion of the 12 
tribes of Israel). 


Interestingly, however, after the martyr- 
dom of James (Acts 12:1-2), they made no 
effort to replace him. The Twelve were, in a 
real sense, unique and, at least as far as 
some of their apostolic qualifications were 
concerned; could have no successors. 


HOW DID THEY function? All indications 
point to their having acted as a collegial 
body, deciding difficult issues, approving 
new courses of action. Thus they approved 
the solution of the dispute between the 
Greek-speaking Jewish Christians and the 
Palestinian Christians (Acts 6:1-6). 


In Acts 15:1-12 we read of their approval 
of the very touchy problem of Paul’s mission 


to the Gentiles. They seem to have remained ’

People of real conviction 
try to share with others

Have you ever met anyone who possessed 
a strongly held conviction who could keep 
quiet about it? Watch the man who thinks he 
has his finger on a rising stock for the 
market. Observe the ardent feminist. 


Snap a photograph of a strike leader. 
Draw a sketch of the bookie, sure he has the 
winning horse. Linger a moment with 
someone planning a revolution. Note the fire 
in the eye of an idealistic college student. 


IN EVERY CASE you will see their mouth 
open ready to tell you something about their 
favorite topic, be that the best movie, the 


cheapest bargains or the newest plan to save | 


the world. Anyone with a conviction is going 
to be an apostle for his or her cause. 


In fact it is practically impossible for 
someone holding a passionate conviction not

to try to communicate it to another. 
Convinced people try to convince others. 


Such is the essence of being an apostle, 
whether of multinational corporations or 
universal religion. Apostles are people 
seized with the burning fire to light up the 
lives of others, be that a fire for sports, 
money, sex or religion. Now, as a matter of 
fact, the word apostle holds a special place in 
the world of religion. The Church was 
founded, as we say, upon the 12 apostles. 
Jesus trained apostles. 


THAT IS, Jesus communicated to chosen 
followers the passion to proclaim the 
kingdom of ‘God and the message of 
salvation. So successful was Christ in 
putting this fire in their hearts that 
Christianity took absolute root in the ancient 
world and has been spreading across the 
whole world ever since. 


The existence, continuity and future of the 


scattered many members of the community 
elsewhere (Acts 8:1). 


Positively, then, they acted together as a 
sort of governing board and court of final 
appeals for the Church. Of their individual 
activity we know next to nothing. Peter is the 
only ‘one who made pastoral visitations 
outside of Jerusalem, and the New 
Testament traces him only as far as Antioch 
in Syria, where his visit occasioned an 
interesting dispute (Galatians 2:11-14). 


THEY WERE NOT, to use modern 
terminology, ‘‘residential bishops,’’ each in 
charge of a local church. James seems to 
have enjoyed special prestige among the 
leaders of the Jerusalem community because 
he was a relative of Jesus, but he was not 


_ one of the Twelve. 


The evidence does indicate that the 
Apostles did. transmit their faith and mission 
to the Christians who were the coworkers. 
As ‘‘The Twelve’’ they were unique. They 
functioned as a group, and when they died, 
the group as such ceased to exist. 


In Paul we meet another type of apostle, 
the missionary apostle. He considered 
himself on a par with the Twelve and often 
had to defend his apostleship against the 
attacks of his enemies. 


THEY WOULD surely have objected that 
he had never known Jesus, but he was 
convinced that he had the really essential 
qualifications for true apostleship: he had 
seen the risen Lord (1 Corinthians 15:8-11) 
and had been commissioned by him to 
preach (Acts 26:16-18; Galatians 1:1). 


The function of the missionary apostle, 


however, was quite different from that of the 
Twelve. He acted as an individual, not as a 
member of a group. He was not localized, 
immobilized, but constantly on the move, 
preaching, teaching, founding, and or- 
ganizing churches. But while independent, 
he respected the special authority of the 
Twelve and anxiously sought their approval 
(Acts 15; Galatians 2). 


What of his relationship to his churches? 
Like the Twelve, Paul was not a ‘‘residential 
bishop.’’ And yet, he considered himself 
always the head of the churches he founded. 
If he couldn’t-be there eda he wrote 
letters. 


SOMEONE HAD to see to the good order 
and progress of the Churches, and to that 
end he appointed responsible groups 
(overseers and elders) to watch over things 
in his absence. But here again the data are 
not consistent. Paul does mention church 
officers once: overseers and deacons in 
Philippians 1:1. The church at Corinth seems 
to have been largely unstructured, charis- 
matic. 


The. Pastoral letters (1-2 Timothy Titus) 
were in all likelihood not written by Paul. 
_ They reflect a situation in the generation 
after his death. The apostolic generation had 
passed and the churches were experiencing 
the need for a more stable structure. 


Thus did the Holy Spirit lead the Church 
to the adoption of the system which became 
rather standard: one residential bishop in a 
church assisted bya. presbyterate and a 
diaconate. This may seem rather removed 
from an older and rather simplistic view of 
what constitutes ‘‘apostolic succession.’

Church depends on the emergence in every 
generation of a new band of apostles. The 
level of vitality in the Church at any given 
period of her history is directly related to the 
quality of conviction, the apostolic fervor and 
the depth of passionate commitment to the 
Gospel on the -part of the membership. In 
other words the ideal would be that an 
apostolic feeling should permeate the life of 
every Christian, since presumably each 
Christian is convinced of the truth. of the 
Gospel and the promise of Christ. 


While an apostolic passion ought to touch 
the person of every Christian, the reality is 
regrettably otherwise. Faith conviction 


waxes and wanes. At any one time, the: 


depth of faith at a dramatic level may only be 
seen in a comparative few. _ 


RELIGIOUS LEADERS, consumed by 
apostolic conviction almost always become 
apostles for the Gospel in the strict sense of 
the word. Yet this is not to. say that such 
profound commitment to Christ does not 


exist at a more widespread and less © 


noticeable level. 


In reality the love of Christ is far more 
pervasive than the headline would allow. 
Often existing in a lower key, this faith 
expresses itself in quieter apostolic works. 


Jesus spoke of people with this kind of faith, - 


for they ‘‘do not let the left hand know what 
the right hand is doing.” 


~ Roots of Our Raith 


We need the headliners in apostolic 
endeavor to serve as models and inspirers. 
But it is the regular day to day, somewhat 
anonymous, forms of apostolic fervor that 
constitute the backbone of the spread and 
practice of the Gospel. 


AT ANOTHER LEVEL the term apostle is 
related to the bishops of the Church. They 
are said to be ordained in Apostolic 
succession, inasmuch as they assume the - 
call to oversee the Church and sponsor and 
administer the task of evangelization, as did 
the original 12. 


In their office, the faith conviction is 
institutionalized. Nonetheless, they are 
called to approximate in their personal lives 
the fire of charity and faith and hope that 
characterized the original 12 who first 
sanctified the namé apostle. 


In the final analysis, whether bishop, 
ardent missionary, charismatic leader or 


_ self-effacing Christian, the work of Christ 


must go on. The term apostle is an elastic 
one stretching from its formal institutional 
meaning to its personal heart-felt signifi- 
cance. It is the same Holy Spirit:-who works 
in each, striving to comfort and enrich the 
peoples of the earth. Allow this conviction to 
grow in you. 

Then act as yet another apostle of the 
Lord.

active apostles. 


AT FIRST GLANCE, it looks as though 
being a Christian is not too difficult. But 
upon closer examination, we find that it is 
not so easy always to make the Christian 
choice. As we reach the full realization of 
what it means to be a living example of 
Christianity to our children and our fellow 
man, we discover that the responsibility is 
not light. 

The Christian response in business 
matters is not always the profitable choice. 
And the difficult co-worker might be easier 


. to deal with if we had no moral conscience. 


It’s much more pleasant to avoid people 
who have troubles. It can be inconvenient 
and sometimes very trying to go out of the 
way to help them. But can we call ourselves 
Christians if we take the easy way out, let 
alone consider ourselves apostles? 


THE ANSWER lies in Christ’s own life. 
Though he was God, along with the joys of 
life, he accepted the pain it brought. Finally, 
he gave all of himself. He made no 
compromises. And if we are to be one with 
him, we, too, must take the pain as well as 
the joy. We, too, must give of ourselves to 
others. Neither can we compromise. We are 
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all called upon to share in his apostleship, 
and finally to share eternal life with him. 


Then there are those among us who are 
called in a more formal way to share the 
apostolic misson—the priest, deacons, 
religious, bishops, archbishops, popes. 
Perhaps the best insight into this apostleship 
can be found by reading a small section of 
the ceremony used in the ordination rite of 
bishops: 

**,,.Our Lord Jesus Christ, who was sent 
by the Father to redeem the human race, in 
turn sent twelve apostles into the world. 
These men were filled with the power of the 
Holy Spirit to preach the Gospel and gather 
every race and people into a single flock to 
be guided and governed in the. way of 
holiness. 


Because this service was to continve to the 
end of time, the apostles selected others to 
help them. By the laying on of hands which 
confers the sacrament of orders. in its 
fullness, the apostles passed on the gift of 
the Holy Spirit which they themselves had 
received from Christ. 


In that way, by a succession of bishops 
unbroken from one generation to the next, 
the powers conferred in the beginning were 
handed down, and the work of the Savior 
lives and grows in our time.”’ 


Begin with some weed- -pulling

This working out of priorities and keeping the heart focused on Jesus no matter what 
we are doing can be difficult, but the Lord insists ‘‘ ‘If a man serves me, he must follow 
me, wherever I am, my servant will be there too.’ *’ (John 12:26) 


experience to those highly idealistic and 
extremely intelligent, yet relatively innocent 


seminary students so far removed from the 


American scene. 


THE GOING was rough. The Priest 
Experience fuses concepts from Marriage 
Encounter and principles from the American 
Bishops’ booklet on the ‘‘Spiritual Renewal 


of the American Priesthood.’’ That alone 


represents a difficult task. 


We needed to go further and apply this to 
the particular situation of seminarians. The 
team spent 20 committee hours merely 
fashioning a structure for the weekend and 
outlines for each presentation. Each of us 
probably expended an equal amount of time 
writing our individual talks. 


There were many obstacles and op- 
ponents. But we felt it would work. We 
believed the exposure of seminarians to the 
solid truths of Marriage Encounter and this 
official document, to the example of married 
couples deeply committed to the Church, 
their own sacrament and the priesthood, to

several close, working, loving relationships 
between priests and couples—we felt these 
experiences might prove quite helpful to 
those future apostle of the Church. 


The results exceeded our fondest expecta- 
tions. A great peace, love and joy descended 
upon the group from the initial meal and 
conference; the students listened carefully, 
worked hard, and entered into exchanges 
with open hearts. Many were moved to tears 
as they listened to the presentations or came 
to grips with the realties of their own 
vocations; they returned on a bus singing 
and happy, then impressed compatriots back 
at the seminary with their serenity, 
enthusiasm and patience. 


But the weekend did complicate the 
celibacy issue for some. They observed the 
magnificent love these married couples have 
for the Church, for the priesthood and for 
them. That helped. But they also understood 
better the joy and holiness of Christian 
matrimony and, in a way, that hindered their 


choice for celibacy.

attraction, of the cultic lifestyle and the 
viability of allegations of psychological 
damage to members by indoctrination 
techniques. 


Defining ‘‘cult’’ as a movement or 
religious observance deliberately separated 
from the mainline churches, Rev. Jack 
Lindquist, Lutheran minister and executive 
director of the Ecumenical Conference, said 
the term ‘‘extremist’’ indicated the distance 


or degree of separation. 


WHY ARE YOUNG people joining cults? 
Why are parents resorting to extreme 
measures to “‘rescue’’ their children from 
these communities? What is behind the 
proliferation of extremist religious and 
pseudo-religious communities in the last 10 
to 15 years? 


Sociologists and psychologists attribute 
much of the cause to the breakdown of 
traditional moral systems in society and the 
fragmentation of families. 


Psychiatrist Armand M. Nicholi, author of 
A New Dimension of Youth Culture, sees in 
the appeal of the cults the same search for 
spiritual experience, the same rejection of 
the status quo, the same vision of a world 
free of hatred and war, that drew hundreds 
of youngsters to Haight Ashbury “and the 
hippie communes in San Francisco. 


THE CULTS USUALLY teach some form 
of religion or philosophy aimed at what Rev. 
Moon refers to as ‘‘the sacred work of world 
restoration.’’ It was, Nicholi says, this ideal 
of world change and renewal that prompted 
the first ‘‘youth culture revolution’ of the 
flower children little more than a decade 
ago. 

The desire for personal integration and 
spiritual fulfillment led them also to 
experimentation with drugs and, con- 
sequently, the eventual destruction of their 
dream. 


The Jesus Movement—of which cults are 
a development—rose like a phoenix from the 
ashes of the failure of the hoped-for new 
order and marked the start of a phenomenal 
turn towards religion. ‘‘Cadres of youth,”’ 
Elliott Wright of Religious New Service 
wrote in 1971, ‘‘have turned off drugs and 
turned on to Jesus, without changing their 
somewhat bohemian lifestyles, long hair, hip 
clothes and identity outside the mainstream 
of society.”’ 


TODAY THE TREND is towards closer 
cropped hair, neater, more conventional 
clothing, but other factors remain stable. 
Clinical psychologist Marvin Galper, speak- 
ing in San Diego recently, cited the loss of a 
sense of security and community, increased 
mobility and disillusion with the moral and 
social order as disposing youth towards 
cults. 


“Their sense of belonging is a_ lot 
scarcer,’’ he said, ‘‘and a sense of belonging 
is a basic human need. People need a firm 
sense of family, community, continuity and 
purpose in life,’’ he added. *‘Cults recognize 
and answer this need.”’ 


More conventional organizations and 
church groups also recognize the need. 
Campus Crusade, Teen Challenge, Youth for 
Christ and similar groups, while drawing 
from the same fundamental pentecostal 
experience as the Jesus 
encourage acceptance of and involvement in 
mainline churches, notably Baptist.

Maurice Davis, founder of the New York 
based Citizens Engaged in Reuniting 
Families, are searching for someone who 
will remove doubt and give them something 
to believe in—authority and challenge. 


“They are usually upper-middle-class 
whites. Very loving and giving people with a 
strong need for approval.” 


A typical introduction to such a com- 
munity is an informal ‘‘accidental’’ approach 
by a member who exudes friendliness and 
acceptance. Once rapport is established, the 
recruiter will ‘‘play up your interests and 
reinforce your goals. Then they offer a way 
of attaining them,’’ according to an 
ex-cultist. 


THEY “MAKE YOU want to go with 
them,’» he added. Usually the first 
commitment is to a weekend with the 
community to observe and participate in 
their lifestyle. 


Methods of subsequent indoctrination 
have been described as ‘‘high-powered 
enough to suggest brain-washing,”’ ‘‘at the 
very least designed to convert with 
maximum effectiveness anyone who is ripe 
for conversion,’’ and ‘‘tremendous peer 
pressure to agree with the group and against 
disagreeing with the group.” 

Dr. Galper believes that indirect forms of 
hypnotism are practiced, although those 
involved may not be conscious of it. ‘“‘Where 
there is a high level of emotionality (as in 
cultic initiation or training), fatigue, lack of 
privacy and no time for reflection in the 
usual frame of reference, and it is sustained 
over long periods, a state of hypnosis—a 
trance state—can be created and main- 
tained,’’ he said. 


NOT ALL CULTISTS are psychologically 
impaired by such techniques he said. ““Some 
of those I have treated have had previous 
psychological adjustment problems, but not 
all. About 50 percent have had pretty much 
normal adjustment during the bulk of their 
life.”’ 


Even well-adjusted personalities, how- 
ever, may suffer changes. ‘‘In cult members 
I have worked with, I have found a 
tremendous narrowing in the range of 
interests. All their psychological energies 
are focused on a narrow point with extreme 
intensity. That point is cult goals and 
philosophy.”’ 
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Although the great variety, of cults 
produces ‘‘tremendously different philoso- 
phies,’’ the same psychological pattern 
emerges, Dr. Galper added. This is a new 
phenomenon with which psychiatrists -are 
not as yet fully equipped to deal with 
satisfactorily, he admitted. ‘‘Hopefully 
methods to deal with psychologically 
impaired cultists will evolve as experience 
with such conditions increases.”’ 


DOES SUCH psychological impairment 
justify kidnap and forcible de-programming? 
Rev. Lindquist flatly denies it. ““As Jewish 
and Christian citizens completely committed 
to civil and religious liberty,’’ he said in San 
Diego, ‘‘we wish to go to record as opposing 
and condemning all coercive and repressive 
measures toward cult members, such as 
kidnapping and forcible de-programming. 
We believe in freedom of religion and’ in 
leaving religious commitment to the 
convictions and conscience of the indi- 
vidual.”’ 


Richard A. Walsh, writing in America 
magazine warns that accusations of brain- 
washing against cults might also be leveled 
at mainline churches. ‘‘All churches,’’ he 
says, ‘‘conduct religious indoctrination 
programs, all churches irritate parents of 
some adult converts, and all churches are 
open to charges of brainwashing. The 
principle of religious liberty is obviously a 
major factor in this matter.’’ 


A LAWYER, who induced his daughter to 
leave the Unification Church through his 
love and concern for her, insists that tactics 
of abduction and de-programming violate 
the rights of the individual. Parents, he says, 
should show their children “‘lots of love, not 
anger’’, neither blaming nor rejecting them, 
nor making them feel guilty. 


It seems likely that certain specifics of cult 
indoctrination, such a removal from the 
usual environment, a loving and accepting 
atmosphere, long hours of steady activity, 
gradual build-up of indoctrination, the 
dynamics of a breakthrough of defenses, 
rejection of the old and enthusiastic embrace 
of the new, are features which veterans of 
such movements as Cursillo, Marriage 
Encounter and Charismatic Renewal might 
find familiar. 

Of themselves, the techniques are neutral. 


They are methods which provide opportuni- 
ties for persons to release their innate

desires for a loving, harmonious community 
without threat, to drop defenses and risk 
trust and love. 


THE DIFFERENCE, it appears, lies in 
what transpires after defenses are breached, 
the ‘‘gospel’’ taught and unity with the 
community established. Where the move- 
ment is self-serving and members restricted 
to work within the cult rather than the larger 
community and subjected to extended and 
unremitting pressure to conform within 
narrow limitations, there are, psychologists 
suggest, real dangers of detachment from 
reality,. in-growing.mind control and, in 
some cases, psychotic behavior. 


Many parents of cult members insist: that 
any method to free their children from cultic 
influence is justified. Although the 
‘‘children’’ in question are legal adults—the 
average age is given as 23 years—these 
parents believe they are-unable to make a 
free, voluntary choice. 


Priests, ministers and religious engaged 
in youth counseling and programs see the 
seepage of idealistic, spiritually inclined 
young people to the cults as a challenge and 
a warning to mainline churches. ‘‘Young 
people don’t feel they belong,’’ said Father 
Robert Pinta, diocesan director of youth 
ministry in San Diego. ‘‘Our Church has 
become ’an adult Church.”’ 


“THE CHURCH MUST wear a. more 
human face,’’ Father Laurence T. Murphy, 
MM, said in an early memorandum to the 
United States Catholic Conference. 


“Its love must be seen as personal and 
present,’’ he said. ‘‘The Church, ministers 
and people might best respond to the 
challenge of the cults by affirming the image 
of the Church as a people in pilgrimage and 
Jesus as the Way.”’ 


The hunger for belief and truth that gnaws 
at hundreds of thousands of young people 
and makes them prime targets for 
exploitation by manipulative cults must be 
met with honesty and loving concern by 
society, parents and Church, he indicated. 


The cults—as a phenomenon of the 


’70s—will pass, but the disillusionment, the — 


emptiness, the desperate longing for love, 
acceptance and truth will remain. The cults 


may serve as a warning to tender to the ~ 


cause rather than the symptom.

GUESS WHO’S PREGNANT?—this televi- 
sion documentary about a sensitive issue, 
the shocking rate of teenage pregnancies, 
asks’ the right question, but gives the wrong 
answer. It airs on public television (PBS) 
channels at 10 p.m. Friday, June 3. 

Because the number of pregnancies has 
grown to such alarming proportions, it is a 
topic that must be brought out in the open 
and faced squarely for what it is: a national 
problem requiring fundamental social 
changes rather than cosmetic ‘‘solution.”’ 
This documentary undertakes at least part of 
this delicate task. 

This documentary does an excellent job in 


finding the right visuals to illustrate how the 
world of adult sexuality imposes on the 
innocence of the young. 


The point is repeatedly made by various 
authorities that if only teenager knew more 
about contraceptives and these were more 
readily available, the. problem would be at 
least partially solved. 


Even though one rejects the program’s 
facile contraceptive emphasis, parents will 
learn a great deal about the sexual pressures 
faced by young people today and many may 
find it leading to more open discussions of 
the subject with their teenagers.
